“Nothing is dearer to my heart 
than the Canadianization of the 
R.C.A.F." said the minister, “I 
should like to get all the support 
I can in parliament. And I don’t 
know when I have a greater sense 
of frustration than in my attempts 
to Canadianize the Royal Canadian 
Air Force overseas.” 

The minister said there were ar- 
guments both for and against the 
policy of grouping Canadian air- 
men in all-Canadian squadrons 
rather than mixing them up in the 
general pool of the RAF. 


NOT SYMPATHETIC 

Some Canadian officers, brought 
up in the traditions of the R.A.F., 
were not sympathetic to the policy 
of segregating Canadians. An ar- 
gument against segregation was 
that Canadian officers could not 
enjoy the same opportunities for 
promotion to high commands if 
Canadians were in their own form- 
ations as if they were dispersed 
through the Royal Air Force.

enemy forces, supported by tanks.” 

This tends to offset German pro- 
gress in the Kerch peninsula, so 
that mid-May finds the Germans in 
no better position: than they were 
during the long winter. The Ger- 
mans may reach Kerch, but they 
did that once before, only to be 
hurled back, 

Moreover, the Russians still hold 
Sevastopol and the surrounding 
area in the southwestern Crimea. 
That maintains the base of the 
Black Sea fleet, which would be 
an important factor in repulsing a 
German attempt to cross the Kerch 
strait into the Caucasus. 


QUESTION MARK 

Thus the Russian situation re- 
mains very much a question mark 
Timoshenko, a stubborn man and 
an able strategist, stands in the way 
of Hitler's expected drive through 
the Ukraine to the Caucasus region. 
Allied military observers believe it 
will be necessary for Hitler to drive 
past Rostoy gue eastward to Astra- 
khan at the mouth of the Volga 
and thence down the western shore 
of the Caspian Sea to Baku. 

Baku oil is a lubricant of a qual- 
ity Hitler needs most, even more 
than the oil of the Middle Eastern 
fields.

The taxpayers have strong reason to 
hope that something may come of Mayor 
Fry's attempt to have Edmonton’s bond- 
ed debt also refunded as a result of the 
negotiations now proceeding for a re- 
funding of the debt of the province. A 
reduction of one per cent in the interest 
rate now being paid, it is pointed out, 
would permit a reduction of almost five 
mills in the tax rate, And since the inter- 
est charges are responsible for the rate 
being excessive, no considerable reduction 
in the rate can be looked for unless the 
charges are substantially lessened. 

It may not be practicable to link the 
city’s problem with that of the province, 
and thus secure easement for the city 
taxpayers. .But the proposal at least 
shows that the commissioners are losing 
no opportunity to get a refunding arrange- 
ment under way. And should the provin- 
cial debt be readjusted at a rate in keep- 
ing with present money value, the case of 
the city in asking for a downward revision 
would be greatly strengthened. There 
would in that case be no excuse, other 
than the legal power to collect, why the 
city should be required to go on paying the 
present abnormal charges, 

There is now no principle of fairness 
upon which these charges can be justified. 
Money is not worth what the city is pay- 
ing for it. And experience has shown that 
the worth of money is all the city’s credi- 
tors need take into account, any notion 
that risk is involved being purely a fiction, 
The city deserves a good round cut in in- 
terest charges, and council and commis- 
sioners are well advised in trying every 
means to bring this about. 


The War Comes To Quebec 


There is nothing surprising, or even re- 
markable, in the feat of an enemy U-boat 
which sailed into the St. Lawrence river 
and torpedoed two freighters. At Anti- 
costi Island the river is 75 miles wide, be- 
fore it broadens into the gulf, and as deep 
as a submarine dare go. Enemy ships of 
this type have been prowling about the 
gulf for weeks and there was no reason 
why one of them—or a dozen—should not 
proceed up the river. The same day this 
marauder staged the exploit another one 
torpedoed a ship three hundred yards off 
the Florida coast, a far more venturesome 
“stunt”, 

The lower St. Lawrence river and the 
gulf must now be considered to be part of 
the western Atlantic war zone. What one 
enemy craft has done others will doubt- 
less try to do, and may succeed in-doing. 
They may, as they have done elsewhere, 
vary the program by shelling cities and 
towns along both shores, including the 
city of Quebec, and even the city of Mont- 
real. No community along that great 
waterway can be counted immune, no ves- 
sel plying the river assuredly safe, and no 
one living in the area secure as to life and 
property. No other part of Canada is so 
open to this species of attack as the St. 
Lawrence and its valley. 

In one respect the incident is timely. 
It occurred just when a group of Quebec 
members at Ottawa are staging a politi- 
cal rebellion against the possible decision 
to draft men in Canada to help carry the 
war into Germany. An official repre- 
sentative of Herr Hitler, in the person of 
a U-boat commander, has given them no- 
tice that because the war has not been car- 
ried into Germany the Nazi forces have 
carried it into Quebec. 
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The Shipping Losses 
SS 

Axis submarines last week sank 18 
Allied merchant ships in the Atlantic. The 
score has been as heavy in some preced- 
ing weeks. Hon, Angus Macdonald stated 
the other day that sinkings have been less 
than one per cent of the vessels plying in 
that area. This gives a hint as to the 
enormous quantities of supplies which are 
moving to Britain and thence to Russia 
and the Middle East, and from Britain to 
the Far East. And a hint also of the gi- 
antic task British, United States and 

anadian naval forces are grappling with 
every hour of every day and night in pro- 
tecting the convoys, ' 

Whether the “curve” of sinkings is up 
or down depends on when the calculation 
is made, for the direction varies week by 
week, Over the long stretch from Janu- 
ary, when the U-boats extended their oper- 
ations to the shores of this continent, 
there has been no consistent upward 
trend. On the other side of the account, 
new ships are being launched from Allied 
yards in steadily and rapidly increasing 
numbers each month. Terrible as the 
losses have been, they are not keeping 
pace with the gain in new ‘construction,’ 
and it may be doubted that the submar- 
ines can greatly increase their rate of 
sinkings. 

The shipping shortage is grave, but 
promises improvement. By the end of the 
Summer the carriers will be more numer- 
ous, and the under-water enemies prob- 
ably fewer. It can be said now that any 
danger of Britain being “starved” has 
passed. But the transport of troops and 
supplies is still restricted, and the devel- 
opment of Allied fighting strength on all 
fronts is badly hampered, 
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How To Prevent Conscription 


No steps have been taken to draft men 
for oversea service. On the contrary it 
has been repeatedly stated to be the policy 
of the Government to not resort to com- 
pulsion unless voluntary enlistment should 
show signs of breaking down, signs which 
are not now in evidence nor in prospect, 

Yet a group of members from Quebec 
are aber 5 in parliament as though a 
conscription bill were actually before the 
House. They are fighting an abstraction, 
not a reality; a concept, not a concrete 
proposition. What they are denouncing 
so fiercely may never come to pass. But 
what they should know is that they are 
making it more, not less, likely to happen. 

There is one way in which these anti- 
conscription members could fight conscrip- 
tion with the entire approval of the people 
of the other provinces—and with much 
better chances of success than are of- 
fered by the ghost war they are now car- 
rying on. If they would take the plat- 
form, and devote as much energy to per- 
Suading men to enlist voluntarily as they 
are now expending in shadow boxing, they 
could avert conscription by robbing it of 
any possibility of military necessity, 

Nobody wants conscription for its own 
sake. Behind the demand for compulsion 
is the fear that voluntary enlistment may 
not continue to supply as many men as are 
needed to methodically expand our forces 
overseas and to build up ample reserves, 
If that fear were dispelled the conscription 
urge would tose its motive and its force. 
Why don’t the dissident group put on a re- 
cruiting campaign, and show by the re- 
sults that there is no need to apply com- 
pulsion in Quebec?

In four days the Axis lost 128 planes 
over Malta. In two of those days they lost 
102 planes in the Crimea. They lost some 
more in other theatres. It is doubtful if 
all Europe could build planes that fast 
even if there were not millions of men di- 
verted from industry to the fighting lines, 
With five millions or more on duty as sol- 
diers, airmen and sailors, it is certain that 
the part of Europe ruled by Hitler cannot 
keep up any such pace of production. 


The count shows that in five months’ 
fighting in the Pacific and Indian oceans 
Japan has lost 198 warships and the 
United States 35. In every category but 
one Japan has lost as many as the United 
States, and in cruisers, destroyers, mine- 
Sweepers, transports and _ submarines 
Japanese losses have been from twice to 
38 times that of the United States. Pearl 
harbor doesn’t look so much like a great 
and glorious victory as Tokyo thought it 
was on Dec. 8th.

Effect Of Inflation Destroys The Middle Classes 


Economic Instability 
Fatal to Bulk of 
- People 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 
I have waited some days 


vanced by the President as pre- 
ventive measures against infla- 
tion, and to raise a few questions 
in regard to them. 

Runaway inflation is a catas- 
trophe that not only destroys the 
economic life 
but undermines 
the social and 
political stability 
of a nation and 
destroys the! 
fabric of its so- 
cial, integration, 

The disinte- 
gration of Ger- 
man society was 
the result of the 
great inflation 
of 1923, The consequences of that 
inflation were different on dif- 
ferent classes. Industrial work- 
ers suffered but when it was 
over they were exactly where 
they had been when it started— 
they had ‘lost nothing, because 
they had had nothing to lose. 

The great industrialists had a 
Roman holiday out of it. They 
used loans to enlarge their plants, 
and repaid them in paper, The 
result was an enormous transfer 
of the people's wealth into a few 
monopolistic hands. 


Middle Classes 


What happened to the middle 
classes: Those in salaried posi- 
tions, school teachers, civil ser- 
vants, minor executives, white- 
collared workers as a whole; and 
small owners, manufacturers, in- 
dependent farmers, shopkeepers, 
and the relatively small group 
living from rents and securities? 

The incomes of these people 
were never vastly greater than 
those of the better paid workers. 
But part of those incomes had 
been regularly invested, in in- 
surance policies, hofnes, business 
reserves and as’a backlog against 
a rainy day. Economically speak- 
ing, this, and not their incomes, 
was the difference between them 
and the workers. 

The inflation put them in a 
worse position than the workers, 
because they lost the results of 
their thrift, and they had less or- 
ganized power as a_ pressure 


group. 
Class Basis 


The political effect of this was 
to destroy democracy, For every- 
where in the world the middle 
classes ate the basis of democ- 
racy, provided they are friendly 
to the workers, The _ political 
effect was to turn friendship into 
hostility, and create the class 
basis of the Hitler movement, 
which, economically speaking, is 
the radicalism of a dispossessed 
middle class caught between ex- 
ploiting monopolists and workers. 

An anti-inflation program, if 
it works, is a protection for this 
class and for the whole of society. 
And this is more so in America 
than in any other country on 
earth, 

For these “middle” people 
make the peculiar culture and 
life of America, and in this coun-

In contrast to the civilian atti- 
tude on the democratic front, 
Germany and Japan and, to a 
lesser extent, Italy, have achieved 
great success, 

In Germany, in 1938, more 
than 70,000,000 Germans had 
been organized into a gigantic 
military team. What that team 
has done, everyone has seen. 
German victories may be attri- 
buted in a considerable part to 
the fact that virtually every man, 
woman and child works, and for 
years has been working, from 60 
to 72 hours a week on duties that 
form a gigantic pattern of war 
effort. 

By far the largest contributary 
factor in the success of the Rus- 
sians has been her ability to 
mobilize her civilian population. 


Out to Win 


The German people, both Nazis 
and non-partisans, intend to win 
the war, One non-Nazi is quoted 
recently as saying: 

“It is not a question of whether 
or not we favor Nazi methods. 
The fact is that we are at war. 
And being at war, we must win. 
Every German knows he is fight- 
ing to preserve the Fatherland 
and that we will be destroyed if 
we lose.” 

It is such testimony 
that has impelled me 
with profound distrust 
many rumors that . Hitler 
faced with a civil revolt. 

The truth is that the civilian 
population is too well disciplined 
for revolt and rumors of 
kind are doubtless engineered 
by the supreme liar Goebbels.

Placidly and With No

OTTAWA.—On a June day, 
twenty-five years ago, Sir Rob- 
ert Borden moved the first read- 
ing of the Military Service Bill— 
conscription, 

The tempest which followed 
continued through long weeks of 
debate until the bill became law 
late in August. Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier, at the head of the Quebec 
Liberals, opposed conscription 
with consequences which have 
been evident throughout the 
quarter century which has fol- 
lowed. 

This afternoon, Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King moved the first 
reading of a bill which means 
conscription. He did so a few 
| minutes after he had read the 
correspondence recording Mr. 
Cardin’s resignation: Mr. Cardin, 
a veteran of the struggle of 1917. 
A careful suvey disclosed no sign 
of Mr. Cardin. The short, chunky 
figure, oval face crowned with 
greying hair, was absent. 

There was a strange mood of 
apathy in the Commons. Word 
of Mr. Cardin’s resignation had 
got about, but many had not be- 
lieved it. The Conservatives, in 
particular, were incredulous, It 
is their unalterable opinion that 
no government headed by Mr. 
King will ever impose conscrip- 
tion, and therefore they suspected 
ambuscades and bear-traps. 

This, no doubt, explains why, 
as the drama developed, Mr. 
Hanson, the Conservative leader, 
showed marked irritation and 
disgruntlement. Nobody in the 
| House seemed to be so 
about Mr. Cardin’s resignation 
}as Mr, Hanson, It seemed as if 
in some odd way he had been 
| personally affronted. 

Absentee 

| The House was full. There was 
}a single absentee from tke min- 
| isterial benches--Mr, Cardin, the 
| star of the piece, Mr, King rose, 
adjusted his black tortoise-shell 
spectacles, cleared his throat and 
led with Mr. Cardin’s letter of 
resignation, He followed with 
his reply asking. Mr. Cardin to 
reconsider. Then came Mr,

water, Mr, King read the let- 
ters with about the same degree 
of passion as a housewife orders 
groceries from the corner store. 

What this meant, in actuality, 
was the beginning of the con- 
scription battle. The line was 
being drawn. The forees were 
forming. Within hours, or days, 
men must choose their side an 
fight accordingly.

Most of Smith's encounters start- 
ed as innocently ag that. He had, 
and still has, a terrible temper but 
in hig playing days he never drank 
or smoked. He is 47 years old now, 
but looks 30. " 

Smith's big league basball career 
started with Chicago in the Federal 
League in 1915. He went to Balti- 
more the same year and later play- 
ed with Pittsburgh, New York, 
Cincinnati and Philadelphia in the 
National League.

Germany disclosed today a 
gigantic plan for the permun- 
ent enslavement of European | 
the German 


workers “after 
victory’. « 

Under a plan announced by 
chief of cabinet Biegiebel of the 
German labor ministry, the Ger- 
man government would form a 
pool of labor in all European 
countries, so that workers, men 
and women, might be shifted any- 
where as it desired. 

“After the German victory there 


will be no unemployment in Eu- 
rope,” Biegiebe] said. “No country 
will be allowed to deal with its 


labor problems ‘independently. Ex- 
cess will be obliged to shift to places 
where there is lack of labor. Foreign 
workers must have the same rights 
and obligations as natives, and the 
problem of wages must be solved.’ 
Surprisingly, the German radio 


broadcast the plan, apparently as 
another example of brilliant double- 
domed Teutonic thought without 


realizing its implications to men and 
women who would be torn from 
their countries and homes 

“If only European labor would 
work according to plan,” Biegiebel 
said, “what a collossal economic 
power it would represent.”

By British Uniled Press 


Germany disclosed today a 
gigantic plan for the perman- | 
ent enslavement of European | 
the German 


workers “after 
viciory”’. « 

Under a plan announced by 
chief of cabinet Biegiebel of the 
German labor ministry, the Ger- 
man government would form a 
pool of labor in all European 
countries, so that workers, men 
and women, might be shifted any- 
where as it desired. 

“After the German victory there 


will be no unemployment in Eu- 
rope,” Biegiebel said. “No country 
will be allowed to deal with its 


labor problems ‘independently. Ex- 
cess will be obliged to shift to places 
where there is lack of labor. Foreign 
workers must have the same rights 
and obligations as natives, and the 
problem of wages must be solved,’ 
Surprisingly, the German radio 
broadcast the plan, apparently as 
another example of brilliant double- 
domed Teutonic thought without 
realizing its implications to men and 


women who would be torn from 
their countries and homes 

“If only European labor would 
work according to plan,” Biegiebel 
said, “what a collossal economic 
power it would represent.” 
Biegiebel’s pian came one day 
after the Germans in occupied 


France had cancelled all laws af- 
fecting hours and put it up to Ger- 
man commanders in each zone, how 
many hours a day Frenchmen and 
Frenchwomen work 

The magazine Das 

Korps, organ of the “SS” body- 
guard storm troops, which is often 
a step ahead of German civilian 
authoritics in thought, said today 
that in Germany henceforth “no- 

body has right and everybody 
has only duties.” 

The article was an interpretation 
of Adolf Hitler's speech of May 7, 
the occasion on which his hand- 
picked Reichstag gave him supreme 
power over every individual Ger- 
man without regard to law.

Farmer Poverty 
Due To Policy 
Of Government 


Poverty of farmers in 
midst of plenty is the direct re- 
sult of government policy with- 
out inspiration or vision, Major 
H, G. L. Strange, Winnipeg, di- 
rector of the research depart- 
ment of the Searle Grain Co. 
Ltd., stated Thursday to Edmon- 
ton Rotarians at their weekly 
luncheon meeting at the Mac- 
donald hotel, 


Major Strange, who is spending} 
a few days in Edmonton checking 
up on the progress of weaving 
classes sponsored by his company, 
was guest speaker. F. J. Reynolds, 
retiring president of the club, was 
in the chair. 


Major Strange reviewed the 
world agricultural situation from 


the end of the first world war to 
the present, to place his finger upon 
reasons for the economic failure of 
farmers. 

Agriculture can be divided into 
three main economic groups, pro- 
duction, distribution and exchange 
of commodities, Major Strange stat- 
ed. 


FAILED TO LISTEN 


Governments have failed to listen 
to warnings and advice of learned 
in the matter of dis- 
tribution and exchange of com- 
mcditics, he said. 

As a result, production in the 
field of agriculture has become 
highly efficient but distribution and 
fair exchange of commodities has 
proven economically fatal, Major 
Strange remarked, 

Because government has taken 
politics out of agricultural produc- 
tion and has been willing to listen 
to scientific agricultural authorities 
in universities and experimental 
farms, that end of farming has be- 
come highly efficient. 

Bul, Major Strange sald, In the 
past 20 years, government policies 
have, interfered with wise planning 
of distribution of goods and fair 
exchange of commodities to the 
farmers, : 

The governments have failed to 
listen to warnings of historians. 
philosophers and economists, who 
are in a position to study the situa- 
tion from an economic point of 
view As a result today, the farmers 
are poverty stricken in the midst of 
plenty and the world is at war 
chiefly because of discontent due to 
denial of the essentials of living, he 
said. .
